Credit is much more than a 
temporary substitute for cash, 

'it Is a very practical conveni­ 
ence and, when used properly, 
is a symbol of integrity and a 
source of personal prestige.

For most people the privi­ 
lege of credit is a necessity as 
well as a convenience in the 
purchase of major items usual­ 
ly sold on monthly payments.

Most 30-day charge accounts 
are extended purely as a cour­ 
tesy and convenience .(usually 
without interest charges).

The intelligent use of per­ 
sonal credit allows many to en- 
Joy the good things of life 
which might not be attainable 
otherwise.

Credit depends on two 
things: The first Is character, 
the second ability to pay.

Establishing credit is neither 
difficult nor embarrassing for 
trustworthy people and even 
though you might not have a 
need for credit, now, every­ 
body should establish their 
credit for a future contingency 
and prestige.

Your favorite store is a good 
place to start. If you have nev­ 
er had a charge account be­ 
fore, go In and tell them you 
want to establish your credit 
and would like to 'fill out a 
credit application. This is 
good business on your part 
even though you have the cash 
to pay for whatever you are 
buying. You may need them as 
reference at some future date.

Many of you have settled in 
this area who have come from 
other cities, many from other 
states. Some have established 
credit from where you came.

Its fairly easy to transfer 
that credit to your local com­ 
munity.

Are you going to take .an 
automobile trip this summer? 
If so nine chances out of 10 
you will want an oil company 
credit card. Don't wait till the 
day before you leave to apply, 
for the credit card. Do it now. 
. Anticipating your credit re­ 
quirements for the future Is 
almost a must.

Your local credit bureau can 
help. Go in or write for a cred- 

" it application form. It costs 
nothing. Get your name on rec­ 
ord.

Remember this: build a good 
credit record now, so when the 
time comes when you really 
need credit your record over 
the past years immediately 
shows that you wilt be an ex­ 
cellent credit customer in the 
future.
